which has .acquired the uncnviable notoriety of
having transported the cholera to our shores,
belongs to the Nutional Steam Navigation Com-
Enlw, and I8 sald to be s firet-oluss Iron steamer,

he I8 aunounded to lenve the city of New York,
Pler No, 47, N, R., on Saturday, the 21st April,
for Queenstown; but probably it will be now
some Lime before she ngain points her prow to
the Oid World shores, lq-lm"“!ﬁ on board & great
number of Germen Immigrants, she steamed
down the Mersey from one of the Liverpool
docks oa the 4th of the present month, and
enrcered plong her watery way across Bt
Georee's Channel. to Quoenstown, where she
touched on the following day and took In
lnrge number of pessengers, in all 1044, of the
ustinl olmes, with the exception of some in the
cabin, that nsunlly land at Castle Garden.

She leit Queenstown on the evening of the bth,
and steering past the fortreas and cottnge-
crowned height of the Cove of Uork, leaving
that terror to evil-doers, Spike Island, far be-
hiud, the revolving lighto! Cape Clear Licht-
house flashed on her farewall beam towards
evening as she bent her conrse across the wide
At!amﬁ:, and left the rock-bound shores of Ire
lund and steamed away agamst & hewd of wind
acros the weary waste ol waters to che shores
whither the thousand hopelul hearts of her ly-
ing frefight were tondly turned. Por six duys
she ploughed along. There were the usunl
scenes on chipboard, The passenvers enden-
vered to while awasy the tedinm and irksomencss
of a long ses voyage in narrow, uncomiorable,
but, withal, as good ns provided clsewhere,guar-
ters, by the devices to which persons nader
such circumstances have recourse,. Buch as were
not sea-sick danced wad sung, told stories ol the
past, indulged in dreams of the future, little
anticipating the terrible fate which was seon to
overtake many of them.

On the fith day, towurds evening, there was
vongiderable exoitement on board., Bailors are
gencrally, with all their recklessness, very
superstitious pdople, and an “old tar" who was
on board, on lovking over the side on the even-
ing 1 question observed several sharks in the
ship’s wake, nnd immedmtely communicated
the fact fo some of his fellow-pussengers, who,
such of them as had heard ot the old nautieal
tradition to the effect that when a shark follows
aship a death will corlainly occur, were of
course considerably frightened, and enxiously
looked at ench other as il asking the question
““Whnich ol us is doomed?’ gxeepl the usual
sea-sickness incident {o 4 voyage, no symptoms
of disease had up w this thoe been developed,
but nevertheless che spirit of the plagoe was
following ladi, and, haviog at length overtaken
the tated ship, he nervously clutched the rgd-
derchuns and soon the iend was on board, and
stalking doan into the hold, where a thousand
eyelids were closed in sleep, the monster laid
his clammy fingers now on one brow and now

on another, imprinting there the fatal sign |

which marked them for the harvest of death,
The ship's physician annoonced the next day
three cases ot cholera in that stiflhing, suffocating,
ill-ventilated hold. The patients were, of course,
removed to a portion of the ship titted np as a
hospital, and before eveniong two had died, The
disease broke out among the German passengers,
and was ut once pronounced ng ot 4 most ma-
lignant charncler. Other passengers were at-
tacked one atter another, and before the arrival
of the ship in our harbor last Wednesday even-
ing, thirty-eight deaths oczorred, two of the
crew being amonﬁ the number, The ship's doc-
tor i o regularly licensed physieian, and every-
thing that medical gkill could do was done for
the unfortunate victims, But sall in vain;
thirty-eight bodies, now one, and now another,
were encased in their canvas coverings, the
weights attached to them, and amid the prayers
for the deparied slowly consigned to an ocean
grave. Onpe short slide slgng the gangway, ono
ehort splash, a few eddying bubbles, the ship
paseed on, aud the silent graves were filled, be-
neath the wblet wheire man can trace no name.

ABSIRTAN(E,

The Virginia reached the New Quaravtine
between 6 and 7 o'clock on Wenesday evening,
and was soon after boarded by Dr. Bwinburne,
the Health Officer, and some of the other gen-
tlemen connected with the Quarantine Office,
whe, on entering the steerage, found thirtysix
of the passengers sick. He soon found that
‘I.hﬁy were the vietims of the Aslatic cholera,
and at once ordered the vessel to the Lower
Bay, abovt twenty miles irom New York, Three
deathe ooccurred 1 the course of the evenlng,
The passengers who had escaped contagion
were, of course, anxious to leave the vessel, but
thelr demand could not be satistied, Dr, Swin-
burne called on Mr. Curtias, the President of
the Quarantine Commission, shortly after he
left the ship, and arrangements were made to
meet the emergency. The doctor pronounced
the disense cholera, and immediate etforts were
made to check its progress,

The hospital ship Florence Nightingale, with a
large quantity ol medical supplies, sailed at 7
o'clock yesterday moroing {rom Red Hook
Polnt, with Dis. Bwinburne, H, Blissel, and Har-
come on hoard. The I¥inois, which hus been
placed at the disposal of the Quarantine Com-
mission by the Government, went down last
evening, Such of the passengers as have not
been attacked will be placed on board her; the
other rmmmm-m aro to be removed to the hos-
pital ¢ "ll’,‘ and the Virginia will then be fum

ted, The Empire City has also been sent

own, and in consequence of the preparations
which have been made the disease will probably
be confined to the Lower Quaravtine and effectn-
ally checked,

REPOLT OV DR, SWINIURNE,

Dr. Bwinburne mukes the following state.

disenso, Thowr lweos were of u dosky eolor, their
oyes wero sunken, und they tnd the purgimgs ine
eldent o the disease. Thelr hands uud bedies wore
shrunk. and they had also all the other symptoms,
The surgeon's asmsiant bad besn stnoken with
it, snd his place had to suopied, 1
immedistely ordered Dr Bissel 0 have she Firginia
sent down to the Lowers Bay, nnd not to permi} {oe
pagsengors to land under apy eclroumatances. In
addition to those whio were Iving siox { found ton or
twolve others who wore lnbosing under the dlssase
in & muplcnt form, 1The passengers wio npd
escnpod the disense wore aull of aporehension lesy
thelr continuance on board might be the meaos of
their taning it, and thoy were anxions to leave the
alup, 1 tound that thaee persons had died white the
wesse) was comiv g o the Lower Bay.

STATEMENT OF M., HUKRST,

Mr. Horst, the Avent of the Natlonn! Bteam-

ship (Tumpit'l‘l‘i, states that the steamer lett Liver-
| on Wednesddy, the 4th of April. Four

5:?; after the discase broke out on the Vieginia.
It was confined to the German passcngers in Lthe
steerage. Thore Wwere one bundred cases of
cholera during the voyage, in forty-one of which
the patients became couvilescant. Thirty-eight
deaths had occurred, and the bodies were burle
ol een. When the vessel arrived st quarantine
twenty-one were found suffering irom  the
cholera,

A large quantity of fresh provisions has been
eent down to the ship, snd every precaution
tuken to prevent the spread of the disease,

COleanliness, regular diet, a disuse
of stimulants, and an avoldance of sxcess of
all deperiptions, and the use of plenty of the
Croton fluid, will do much towards avolding the
disense.

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Tue Mayow'® Onprr~The order of
Mayor MeMichael, probibiting persons from
stopping for the purpose of consaltation upon
the cornera of the streets, not only oreated con.
giderable remsrk to-day, but gave rise to a
number of amusing incidents, The officers
with great proprioty and politeness discharged
their detieate, and by no means plensant duty;

Tle trouble is, that the order s
too aweeping to be lecal, and in o very lew
weeks no officer will attempt to enforce it. It
would be much better to keep the professlonal
loafers from the lronts of the drinking saloons
than to prohibit courtesy between pentle-
men who may only meet occaglonally and desire
to enjoy & short interview,

The
water penetrated to the cellar, in which are
located one mammoth “‘Hoe's last Faat,” and
three new Bullock presses, One of the latter
Eruuma. nvery elaborate piece of machinery,

a8 just been completed, and 18 unsed, in con-
nection with the other presses named, in strik-
ing off the edition of the Tnguirer.

A large boiler, which hus"j‘t‘lat been placed in
the cellsr of the building, and & steam engime
consbitute the remainder of the machinery, all
of which escapud with very slight injury. Inthe
rear of the office, on the groufid floor, was an
gmount of whife paner, in readiness for
this morning's issue of the Jaguirer; which for-
tunately escaped injury. The paper appeared
nearly at the usual hour this morning. As sson
ng the fact beeame known that the Mguirer
Building wae on fire, the proprietor of the paper
